He admitted that 
the adoption of such a policy might mean a race 
between the United States and Great Britain. 

We think it inevitably would mean a race. Na 
tions cannot build navies in camera, They build 
them in the open. The British can build just as 
fast as we can build, probably faster. Their se- 
curity depengs upon their navy building. They 
have been building ships, sailing ships ahd fighting 
ships from the time the English language evolved 
into a language. 

It may be our destiny to rule the seas. ie 90. 
we shall rule them—if it is our destiny—but let 
no American be so deluded as to think that this 
destiny will be achieved without a fight. If we win 
the fight we rule the seas. If we do not win it 
we have mistaken our destiny. 

From the time the Spanish armada sailed to fight 
the English to the time the German fleet steamed 
out to surrender to them, several nations have 
asked, “Does Great Britain really rule the sea?” 
One thing that always can be obtained, if this ques- 
tion is pressed, is the information. 

The British have ruled the sea because they must 
rule the sea or cease to have any assurance of 
security. A navy greater than Great Britain's 
takes away the assurance.

PRICES AND RECONSTRUCTION. 

Writing in the Journal of Political Economy, 
Dudley Cates touches on one aspect of industrial 
reconstruction which is bound to cause consider. 
able difficulty unless preparations are made to meet 
the problem. During the war the government 
sought to encourage maximum production of a 
great variety of materials and commodities, and 
prices were fixed with this end in view. Titese 
prices were considerably above the normal 2 
and production was carried on in many instances 
under conditions which would normally be prohibi- 
tive. 
f With the ending of the war we have or shall have 
a large surplus of great numbers of mate and 
commodities. A falling market seems to be the in- 
evitable result, except where the government main- 
tains the old price by &rtificial means. Even that 
method merely postpones the ultimate day of reck. 
oning. 

But the sudden removal of all price regulation 
and the “dumping” of these goods on the market 
would undoubtedly have a disturbing effect on in- 
dustry. Mr. Cates suggests that the government 
Should stabilize the return to normal price levels 
by a gradual reduction of present prices. He be 
Iieves the government should bear part of the loss 
incident to this procedure on the theory that we 
could better.afford to stand that loss than to take 
@ chance on the disorganization of industry. which 

would follow sudden liquidation.

We are not concerned with the nomenclature 
served up by the peace conference. Mandate is a 
good word so long as the thing called mandate 
doesn’t interferg@ with our national ideals. The 
league of nations is a good phrase, probably better 
than concert of Europe or holy alliance, but we 


deprive us of American rights. 

If Mr. Wilson wants to call the Monroe doctrine 
a mandate he should be humored; but it must re 
main the Monroe doctrine for all that. If Europe 
takes care of Europe as well as America has taken 
care of America that war stricken continent wees

quence, that the young men of the country must} 


comprise its armies. 

“Universal training guarantees that the youth 
who is to be conscripted or who shall volunteer 
in such a case shall go prepared for the various 
phases of the ordeal he is to face rather than that 
he shall be taken unprepared and unfit. It pro- 
vides the only guarantee against any occasion for 
the maintenance of a regular army of greater pro- 
portions than the country needs or is willing -to 
support.

We do not know 
what obligations are being prepared for us in 
Paris, but we do know that we have duties to- 
ward ourselves and toward posterity. It may be 
well to make the world safe for democracy. Let 
us first make it safe for ourselves. 

“This is a national issue and I am firmly con- 
vinced that now, not at some nebulous future, inde- 


terminate date, is the time to come to a decision! 


concerning our military policy for the future. We 
can take today advantage of the experience which 
has been gained and continue the application of its 
lessons. 

“Today we can come to a decision concerning 
the employment of the sites and material which 
during the present emergency has passed into the 
possession of the United States: Demobilize com- 
pletely and it will be too late. We shall have to 
start all over again and I, for one, am not willing 
to permit the loss of what we have gained.“ 


Senator New’s bill, according to its bill, is framed 
“to provide for a system of universal training and 
to improve the manhood and * of the 
youth of the United States.“ 

The measure provides that universal training 
shall be applicable to all male = a over 18 
years of age, or the sons of parents wko have 
declared their intention of becoming citizens, and 
is inclusive of those who are capable of full or 
of modified military service. The period of training 
is fixed at not to exceed one year, under regula- 
tions to be prescribe@ by the president, with a 
specific proviso that the training. period shall be 
a unit and not divisible in two or more periods. 

Under section 2 of the measure, it is provided 
that liability shall not begin before the 19th year 
and shall not terminate until the end of the 26th 

year for all males liable. It is expressed, how- 


ever, that “training should be given preferably 


in the first year for which ree for oe 
becomes

Under the third section of the bill it is expressly 
set forth that the only exéuse for exemption which 
may be considered is that the registrant is the 

sole support of parents, a wife or children, and 


then only in the event that equivalent support to 


dependents is not provided by congress. To this 
section there is attached the following proviso: 

“That such equiva’ ut shall represent the net 
contribution made to the support of dependents in 
the case of each youth Mable under this act.” 

Succeeding sections provide that the president 
be authorized to divide the territory of the United 
States “into such training zones or districts as 
may be necessary for the purposes of this act.” 
It provides for the appointment of an examining 
board which shall pass upon all applications for 
exemption annually during the period of liability 
of the registrant—i. e., from the 19th to 26th year 
inclusive. This is for the purpose of informing 
the army authorities of instances where clauses for 
the exemption noted at the first examination have 
been obviated, eliminated, or set aside by interven- 
ing circumstances.

ANOTHER FALLACY EX. 


PLODED. 

MONG the many things taught us 

dy this war is the fact that the 
2 boy is not the equal of 

city boy physically. First 

came the reports of the examining sur- 
geons for the draft. Prof. Glaser says 
in Good Health that in two certain 
groups each with nearly 60,000 members 
the percentage of rejections for physical 
disabilities was 28.47 per cent among 
country boys and 27.96 among city boys. 


An effort was made to get two groups 


in which immigration, climate, and othet 
factors had as little to do with the ques- 
tion as possible. The report of the sur 
geon general of the army for 1917 says 
that the country boy who passed the 
draft, got into the army and underwent 


training was not equal to the soldier boy 


drawn from the city. 

The report contains a number of charts 
and tables showing that the prevalence 
of certain diseases among the soldiers 
was in inverse proportion to the density 
of population of the districts from which 
the soldiers were drawn. 


The boys from the crowded cities had 
all the advantage over those from the 
Sparsely settled healthy country. One 
reason was that the city boy had had 
pretty much everything that could be 
caught and was immune, whereas the 
country boy, 
debutante, came to camp ready to catch 
everything from measies to meningitis 
and other diseases not beginning with M, 

As Pref. Welch jokingly remarks, the 
ribbon clerk of the city was the health- 
lest of all our soldiers. 

Southern white boys had much higher 


northern boys, and southern country 
boys led the mournful procession. A 
part of this susceptibility of southern 
boys was laid to malaria and hookworm, 
A part of it was laid to Sr cli- 
mate. 


As I read the amen of the surgeon 
general I wondered how much of it was 
due to lack of immigration. The boys 
from the south were in the main from 
stock that had been in this country 


‘many generations. As I read the lists of 


draft men appearing in northern news- 
papers it was apparent that a very large 
proportion were the sons of immigrants, 
many were themselves immigrants, few 
were of a stock that had been in the 
country more than one generation prior 
to the draft. 


Statistics, especially of New England 


states, indicate that the older stocks 
are playing out. We will await with in- 
terest studies by the surgeon general's 
office on the relative healthfulness of 
soldiers of different . stocks,

G. P. M. writes: “I was interested in 
your article entitled Danger in Shav- 
ing Brushes” regarding anthrax. It has 
been my experience that the year suc- 
ceeding tropical hurricanes on this coast 
is marked by an epidemic of charbon or 


/ anthrax. In 1887, the year after the 


destruction of Sabine Pass, my brother 
had a good horse which died of charbon 
and we boys, not knowing any better, 
cut off the heavy flaxen mane to spin 
into a hair girth or cinch. It was laid 
away until we secured some more and 
three years later we made up this girth 
and the second time it was used on his 
horse a slight chafing resulted back of 
the foreleg which rapidly swelled and 
passed up the breast and neck despite 
incisions, cauterizing and all known 
remedies then at hand which -availed 
nothing. The horse died of a well de- 
veloped case of charbon, although it was 
in the winter, and no other animals be- 
came affected with the disease. Which 
shows that the germs may lie dormant 
for years and still be dangerous in hair 
follicles. Of late we have had success in 
treating anthrax on stock with pure 
creosote painted heavily over the swell- 
ing with a brush, which kills all poison 
germs, and the animals recover.” 


REPLY. 

Since that article was written: other re 
ports of anthrax due to shaving brughes 
have been noted in medical } ls. There 
may be some reason for undue prevalence 
of anthrax around the gulf coast after trop- 
ical storms and due to the same. As to thad 
I do not know. Such storms, however, have 
no relation to anthrax elsewhere. While 
cre vote is a good treatment, it seems that 
the serum — is better.

Would Have Been Inexpensive.

UST before Christmas [1882] some 
of us were informed that Kelly 
{spoken of in the preceding install- 
ment as having been defeated for 

| reélection to the New York as- 

sembly] was in such financial straits 
that he and his family would be put 
out into the street before New Year. 

This was prevented by the action of 
| some of his friends who had served 
with him in the legislature, and he re- 
covered, at least to a degree, and took 
up the practice of his profession. But 
he was a broken man. 

In the legislature in which he served 
one of his fellow Democrats from 


Chapin, the leader and the feremost 
representative of the reform Democ- 
racy, whom Kelly zealously supported. 
A few years later Chapin, a very able 
man, was elected mayor of Brooklyn 
on a reform Democratic ticket. Shortly 
after his election I was asked to speak 
at a meeting in a Brooklyn club at 
which various prominent citizens, in- 
cluding the mayor, were present. 
Too Late to Help. 


I spoke on civic decency, and toward 
the close of my speech I sketched 
Kelly’s career for my audience, told 
them how he had stood up for the 
rights of the people of Brooklyn, and 
how the people had failed to stand up 
for him, and the way he had been 
punished, precisely because he had 


been a good citizen who acted as a 


good citizen should act. I ended by 


now come into power, that Mr. Chapin 
was mayor, and that I very earnestly 
hoped recognition would at last be 
given to Kelly for the fight he had 
waged at such bitter cost to himself. 
My words created some impression, 
and Mayor Chapin at once said that he 
would take care of Kelly and see that 
justice was done him. I went home 
that evening much pleased. 

In the morning, at breakfast, I 
‘received a brief note from Chapin in 
these words: 

“It was 9 last evening when you fin- 
ished speaking of what Kelly had done, 
and when I said that I would take 
care of him, At 10 last night Kelly 
died.” * 

He had been dying while I was mak - 


{ing my speech, and he never knew 
that at last there was to be a tardy 


recognition of what he had done, a 
tardy justification for the sacrifices he 
had made. The man had fought; at 
heavy cost to himself and with entire 
disinterestedness, for popular rights; 
but no recognition for what he had 
done had come to him from the people, 
whose interest he had so mantfully up- 
held. 

Conditions Slightly Better. En 
Where there is no chance of statis- 
tical or mathematical measurement, it 
is very hard to tell just the degree to 
which conditions change from one 
period to another. This is peculiarly 
hard to do when we deal with such a’ 
matter as corruption. Personally I am 
inclined to thiink that in public life 
we are on the whole a little better and 


years ago, when I was serving in the 
New York legislature. I think the 
conditions are a lit better in na- 
tional, in state, and in municipal poli- 
tics. Doubtless there are points in 
which they are worse, and there is an 
enormous amount that needs reforma- 
tion. But it does seem to me as if, on 
the whole, things had slightly im- 
proved. 

-When I went into politics New York 
City was under the control of Tam- 
many, which was from time to time 
opposed by some other—and evanes- 
cent—city Democratic organization.

Many Corrupt Members. 
Ot course, I never had anything m 
the nature of legal proof of corruption, 
and the figures I am about to give 
are merely approximate. But three 
years’ experience convinced me, in the 
first place, that there were a t 
many thoroughly corrupt men the 
legislature, perhaps a third of the 
whole number, and, in the next place, 
that the honest men outnumbered the 
corrupt men, and that, if it were ever 
possible to get an issue of right and 
wrong put vividly and unmistakably 
before them in a way that would arrest 
their attention and that would arrest 
the attention of their constituents, we 
could count on the triumph of the right. 
| The trouble was that in most cases 
the issue was confused. To read some 
kinds of literature one would come to 
the conclusion that the only corrup- 
tion in legislative circles was in the 
form of bribery by corporations, and 
that the line was sharp between the 
honest man who was always voting 
against corporations and the dis- 
honest man who was always bribed 
to vote for them. My experience was 
the direct contrary of this. For every 
one bill introduced (not passed) cor- 
ruptly to favor a corporation, there 
were at least ten introduced (not 
passed, and in this case not intended 
to be passed) to blackmail corporations. 
The majo of the corrupt members 
would be found voting for the black- 
mailing bills if they were not paid, and 
would also be found voting in the in- 
terests of the corporation if they were 
paid. 
The blackmailing, or, as they were 
always called, the “strike” bills, could 
themselves be roughly divided into two 
categories; bills which it would have 
been proper to pass, and those that 
it would not have been proper to pass. 
Some of the bills aimed at corpora- 
tions were utterly wild and improper; 
and of these a proportion might be 
introduced by honest and foolish zea- 
lots, whereas most of them were in- 
troduced by men who had not the 
slightest intention of passing them, 
but who wished to be paid not to pass 
them. The most profitable type of bill 
to the accomplished blackmailer, how- 
ever, was a bill aimed at a real cor- 
porate abuse which the corporation, 
either from wickedness or folly, was 
unwilling to remedy. 
Hard to Keep Issue Clear.

A very slight consideration of the 
above state of affairs will show how 
difficult it was at times to keep the 
issue clear, for honest and dishonest 
men were continually found side by 
side voting now against and now for 
a corporation measure, the one set 
from proper and the other set from 
grossly improper motives. Of course, 
part of the fault lay in the attitude of 
outsiders. It was very early borne 
in upon me that almost equal harm 
was done by indiscriminate defense 
of, and indiscriminate attack on, cor- 
porations. It was hard to say whether 
the man who prided himself upon al- 
ways antagonizing the corporations, or 
the man who, on the plea that he was 
a good conservative, always stood up 
for them, was the more mischievous 
agent ot corruption and demoraliza- 
tion.

| S the result of reading the auto- 

biographies, or the letters which 

are almost as good as auto- 

biographies, of a number of re- 
markable persons, I have, the last few 
days, been living in the lives and the 
thoughts of others, and like a chame- 
leon have taken first one color and 
then another, while the impact of my 
own life has softened and faded, till 


those other lives which have been 
superimposed by the medium of books. 
This is a feeling familiar enough to 
all readers, but is one oftener produced 
by fiction than by biography, with, 


makes greater demands upon the ideal - 
ty, while biography seems to increase 
the sturdiness, the pedestrian quali- 
ties, if I say so express it, of one's 
own nature. To read how marked men 
and wonien—marked by their talents, 
their aspirations, and perhaps, by their 
opportunities—have met their pleas - 
ures and their agonies, to note how 
they have pressed from themselves the 
essence of that thing we call tempera- 
ment, and to observe the effect they 
made upon their contemporaries, is 
surely one of ‘the most agreeable and 
stimulating diversions — can come 
to one. 

But let us turn to the volumes un- 
der consideration. First there are two 
volumes containing the correspondence 
between Washington Irving and 
Henry Brevoort, indicated as “ LET- 
TERS OF IRVING TO BREVOORT” 
and “LETTERS OF BREVOORT TO 
IRVING ” [Putnams]. It ts a friendly, 
courteous, sometimes exhilarating cor- 
respondence between two gentlemen 
who understand each other perfectly, 
but it cannot be called precisely in- 
timate, and as the reader perceives 
this he feels a wholesome satisfaction 
that this is the case.

Irving. however, creates a brilliant 
impression. One seems, in putting 
down the best of his letters, to be 
standing in full sunlight, aware of 
life and its opportunities, its elegancies, 
its variations, its gallantry. Every- 
thing that Irving does or says con- 
veys this impression of luminosity. 
Wherever he might be, in New York, 
Paris, London, or Madrid, he had the 
effect of reflecting the life as a pol- 
ished mirror reflects it. There were, 
indeed, magic qualities in his mirror, 
and in it might be discerned many 
moving forces and shapes which the 
dull could not have observed for 
themselves. 

As for Brevoort, the well educated, 
hospitable New York farmer whose 
adventurous disposition and commer- 
cial ambition carried him far afield 
in search of pelts, he had the most en- 
during and genial qualities.

Charles A. Comiskey, ‘owner of the 
Whit Sox, believes that to be a pen- 
nant tender a major league team 
must have & strong pitching staff, so 
just at present he is devoting more 
thought toward the signing of pitchers 
than toward his outfielders of the ship- 


yards and the gas houses. Having ob- 
tained the signature of Red Faber to a 
contract, it now develops he is pushing 
a scheme to make the national com- 
mission give another hearing to the 
case of Jack Quinn, recently taken 
from the Sox and awarded to the Yan- 
kees. 

President Johnson of the American 
league, who also is on the commis- 
sion, admitted last night that the case 
of Jack Quinn would be taken up again 
by the commission, because there was 
new evidence which President Comis- 
key of the Sox wished to submit. 

3 Quinn’s Case Unusual. 

Quinn’s case was unusual. When the 

league closed at the end of July 

last season, Quinn was released by the 
Los Angeles club, and as his home is 
in Chicago, he came here. Immediate- 
ly he was wanted by the Sox to finish 
the season and came to terms with 
the south side boss. He followed by 
turning out some excellent slab work. 

In the meantime the New Tork 


Tanks wanted him and made a deal 


with the Los Angeles club instead of 
with Quinn. The commission acted on 
the case near the close of the season 
and decided that Quinn belonged to 
the Yanks.

JANUARY SETS A 
NEW RECORD FOR 
RAINFALL LACK 


January, although not the “ warm- 
est January” in the local weather bu- 
reau’s history, set a record for drought. 
The rainfall was the smallest of any 
first month of the year, being only .2 
of one inch. 4 ; 

The “hottest January” record was 
not even closely approached, Federal 
Weather Forecaster Cox announced 
yesterday. It was “hot,” however, 
considerably above the average, 23.7 
degrees, which is counted as normal. 
The average for the month was 30.9 
degrees above zero, which is 17.6 de- 
grees warmer than January, 1918, 
when a cold spell accompanied the 
blizzards. 

But to get at record “hot Janua- 
ries.” one must go back to 1880, when

1876, when it was 32.8. To get at 
the “coldest January” it is necessary 
to go back to 1912, when the temper- 
ature averaged 11.9 degrees for the 
month.
